Tt has been a good year in the or- 


chard and garden, Now the ground 


is snow-covered and the sleeping 
trees make a lacy pattern against he 
cold blue sky. There are consant 
reminders of the warmth and plenty 
{of summer in the cellars and store 
rooms of the homes across the coun- 
try. 

Store rooms are well filled with 
canned fruit and vegetables and in 
the cellar, bins of root vegetables 
and barrels of apples are ready for 
winter menus. 

For the first time in three years 
the homemaker need not hesitate in 
planning desserts for apples can be 
used in so many ways, There may 
appear to be a catoh in the situation, 
Apples do require some sugar but the 
home economists of the Consumer 
Section of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture have devised recipes 
for dishes which taste good and use 
a minimum amount of sugar. None 
of the desserts require more than % 
cup of sugar for six servings. This 
includes a number of excellent apple 
recipes, 

The bulletin called SUGAR SAV- 
ERS”, has been revised and may be 
obtained free of charge from the 
Publicity and. Extension Division, 
Dominion Department of Agrculture 
Here are some of the apple desserts. 

GINGER APPLE 
UPSIDE-DOWN CAKE 

8 tablespoons butter 
1/3 cup brown sugar 

3 apples 

% cup shortening 

8 tablespoons white sugar 

1 egg 
1/3 cup molasses 

1 cup pastry flour OR 1 cup less 2 
tablespoons all-purpose flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

% teaspoon soda 

%. teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon ginger 

% teagpoon cinnamon 
1/3 cup boiling water 

Melt the 3 tablespoons butter in 
baking dish, Add brown sugar and 
cook together for 2 or 3 minutes, 
Pare and core apples, Out each 
apple in half to make two thick 
rings. Arrange rings of apples in 
butter and sugar mixture. Cream 
shortening and sugar together. Add 
well-beaten egg and molasses, Beat 
thoroughly. Sift dry ingredients and 
add to mixture, Lastly add boiling

SULFA DRUGS FOR 
AMERICAN FOULRROOD 

Every beekeeper in Canada fears 
that some timé his colonies may con- 
tract the disease known as American 
Foulbrood, This fear is based on the 
fact that American Foulbrood is so 
difficult to control that legislation 
requires the destruction of the col- 
ony and the burning of the exposed 
equipment wherever the disease is 
found, says W. A. Stephen, Bee 
Division, Central Experimental Farm 
Ottawa, 

While American Foulbrood has 
caused the loss of many colonies 
and much equipment, it has also 
made good beekeepers, because it 
hag caused them to be alert to what 
is going on in the hive. 

Frequently a treatment for Amer- 
ican Foulbrood has been proposed by 
scientific workers who have proved 
it effective, Unfortunately, when the 
recommended treatment has been 
applied by the beekeeper something 
has gone wrong and the disease went 
uncontrolled, Consequeritly ascien- 
tists have to be very careful in re- 
cornmending: any particular treat- 
ment for bee diseases. Now, when it 
appears that an easy method of 
treatment is at hand, they are wait- 
ing to see the results of practical ap- 
plications of a drug for the control 
of American Foulbrood, 

Every. beekeeper is aware of the 
heralded success of controlling Am- 
erican Foulbrood simply by feeding 
the diseased colony sulfathiazole dis- 
solved in sugar syrup at the rate, of 
one-half. gram tablet to one gallon 
of syrup. Experiments carried on at 
the Bee Division, Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, substantiate 
the claims made, Colonies polluted 
with disease were able to raise 
healthy brood in combs which pre- 
viously contained many diseased 
cells, Other colonies treated soon 
after infection were able to clean up 
all signs of the disease, The amount 
of miedicated syrup needed per col- 
ony varied with the degree of infec- 
tion. 


EDUCATION TO BE DEBATED 


All the signs are pointing to a big 
debate on Education while the Leg- 
islature is sitting. And all the signs 
indicate that the Minister of Educa- 
tion will tell us there is not enough 
money to give the school children a 
fair break, 

Without criticizing anybody’s per- 
sonal tastes, I think it fair to report 
that the people of Alberta can find 
$36,000,000 a year to pay for hard 
liquor, wines, beer and permits in a 
single year. According to the Alberta 
Educational Council they can find 
something like $18,000,000 a year to 
pay for cigars, cigarettes and tohac- 
co. So far they can only find 4, 
000,000 to spend on educating their 
children, 

It does not make sense. The Min- 
ister can give us almost any argu- 
ment he likes about the collapse of 
education, but we ask him please not 
to tell us 1 that we haven't the 
money. 

Following the Finance Ministers 
recent announcement on the removal 
of consumer credit regulations, the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
announced the revocation of the con- 
sumer credit order specifying these 
regualtions, effective January 13. 

This step now removes the restric- 
tions on credit buying such as the 
size of down payments and the 
length of credit period, 


but keep it firmly bound in the old
